Sixteen Were Buried 


On a bleak hillside, beneath a 


broiling sun, union miners, led by 
State Senator William J. Sneed, dug 
sixteen shallow graves—four rows 
of four each. ' 


The bodies of the massacre vic- 


tims in plain black caskets, were 
placed side by side on the parched 
erass. Four Protestant ministers of 
Herrin, a Methodist, a Baptist, a 
Presbyterian 
and 
Christian (Dis- 


ciple of Christ) conducted the* brief 
burial service, while a hundred over- 
all clad miners and a dozen new«- 
[>aper correspondents looked on. OR 
a distant hillside, their women ti. 
starched summer dresses, furnisk- 
ed the -only touch of color. 


The 
ministerial 
quartet 
sang 


"Nearer My'God to Thee," read a 
psalm, delivered a prayer and in an 
abbreviated1* form of burial servico 
committed the bodies to the earth. 
No mention of 
the dead, nor the 


manner of their death was mr»le at 
the graveside. 


No Flowers on These Grave* 


The brief service over, the min- 


isters hurried away to their wait- 
ing flocks. 
Thje overall cl*rt minors 


shoveled the red clay over 'he rough 
boxes. No flowers graced ihf jtrnvss, 
but at the head of each tne ui-lor- 
taken stuck a little metal pin with 
a class covered card. On "each card 
was a number, and the date of .lane 
22, 1922.

The arrest was made following the report of chemists 


of the public health laboratory of the University of North 
Dakota, Grand Forks, that sufficient arsenic was found in 
the stomach of Mrs. Schneider to cause death. 


The first degree murder charge was preferred by Cor- 
oner H. J. Strolke and States Attorney F. E. McCurdy, joint- 
ly. Schneider was arrested and is held in jail without bail. 
He stoutly maintains his innocence.

Mrs. Amelia Schneider was the second wife of Kasimir 
Schneider, and they had been married but about six months. 
His first wife died in a hospital here when her baby was 
born about July 15. a year ago.

LITERARY "CIRCLES." 


As a parting malison for English 


writers of today, Mr. Sinclair Lewis 
asserted as'he sailed for home that 
they "mingle only with literary peo- 
ple." The result ia to make them "a 
complacent lot" and "too darn liter-, 
ary for any use." But Mr. Filsoi* 
Young declares this to be a "pro- 
digious mistake" on the part of the 
American observer. 
"There are no 


such things as 'literary circles' in 
England, in the sense of groupings 
of society dominated by the principal 
writers of the moment" 
But we 


fear that Mr. Young makes a mistake 
nearly as prodigious when he assumes 
that there are such circles in Boston 
and New York and Chicago. His ex- 
planation is that in those cities "n 
really leisured and cultivated society 
does-not exist" so that writers are 
driven by,necessity to flock together. 


No friend of Mr. Young's could ad- 


vise him to come over the sea and so 
to Chicago to maintain that thesis. 
Cultivated society - there might say 
things to make; his ears tingle. He 
would discover, too, that authors liavj 
reasons of their own for not wishing 
to be too often or too exclusively in 
each other's company. An irritable 
genus, they sometimes rub their fel- 
lows the wrong way. A literary cir- 
cle is too apt to become a little stage 
on which to bustle for attention and 
to 
display 
whimsicalities.
